BRAZIL OPPOSES DEBATE 
IN U.N. NOW ON GUATEMALA 


Urges Sectirity Council to Wait for Report 
From Peace Commission 
Observer Team.

June 25 — Hugo Gouthier of 
Brazil announced today he

Security Council until definite 
progress reports were received 
from the Inter-American. Peace 
Commission now seeking to in- 
vestigate the invasion of non- 
Communist rebels. 

The Brazilian delegate sAid he 
had been unofficially informed 
that the Foreign Minister of 
Guatemala had accepted the 
Peace Commission’s proposal to 
send a team of observers to 
Guatemala, Honduras and Nica- 
ragua for’ an on-the-spot investi- 
gation to determine the facts in 
the conflict and a means to end 
it. That report had not been 
confirmed, he added. 

The Security Council was 
called. back into session this aft- 
ernoon at the request of Brazil 
and Colombia after Guatemala 
renewed its complaint of aggres- 
sion. 

Because any action or even 


discussion of the Guatemalan 
complaint in the Council before 
receiving official reports from 
the Inter-American commission 
would lead only to confusion, 
Gouthier said he would vote | 
against adopting the agenda of 
the meeting calling for resump- 
tion of the debate.

British-American solidarity 
has been the heart of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
The critical problem is what to 
do about the rearmament of 


West Germany in the tace of 
persistent French reluctance to 
approve a European Defense 
Community army. The British 
have long talked hopefully of 
bringing West Germany directly 
into NATO. American officials 
want to go over possible alterna- 
tives but not to foreclose the 
possibility of EDC ratification. 

The uncertainty and even dis- 
trust which Dulles and Eden— 
perhaps even Churchill and 
Eisenhower—have recently built 
up toward each other could easi- 
ly complicate the discussion of 
this as well as of other prob- 


lems. 
Colonial Policy an Issue. 


Dulles has indicated he in- 
tends to tell the British that the 
United States, in an effort to 
identify itself with a traditional 
opposition to colonialism, will no 
longer feel bound to follow Brit- 
ish policy in such areas as the 
Middle East. Churchill is an old 
protector of the empire and has 
apparently no intention of listen- 
ing to any attacks upon it or 
upon .a British colonial policy

which provided freedom for Ir- 
dia, Burma and other countries. 

Unless all hands are deter- 
mined to air their differences 
with goodwill, the poisonous 
possibilities of an argument over 
who is the greater exponent of 
freedom for colonial areas are 
almost endless. | 


The range of difference em- | 
braces, beyond these current is- 
sues, the fact that Britain rec- 
ognizes Red China and is trying 
to develop trade with it while 
the United States recognizes Na- 
tionalist China and embargoes 
trade with the Reds. 

Another element in the back- 
ground is. strong anti-American 
feeling in Britain, fed by fears 
of an atomic war and particu- 
larly by the fear that American 
opposition to the spread of 
Soviet Communism might even- 


Russia. 

British criticism and popular 
fear of American anti-Commu- 
nist policies are matched on the 
American side by resentment of 
such sentiments in Britain and 
by a feeling that the British are 
leaving the United States alone 
to carry the burden of defend- 
ing the free world. 

The situation clearly is one in 
which the temptation to make 
domestic political propaganda 
by adding to the criticisms on 
either side could be very great. 


Australia Reported to Have 
Urged Quick Action by Britain. 
LONDON, June 25 (AP)—Aus- 
tralia was reported today to have 
told Britain it favors the forma- 
tion of a Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

The move placed Australia in 
line with the United States in 
wanting quicker action on the 
project than Britain apparently 
is willing to support.

On 
Dec. 16, 1946, he sold the op- 
tion back to Bentsen for $450,- 
000. Shivers said he was not 
allowed a full capital: gains tax 
deduction on his profit.

Shivers, a Democrat, is run- 
ning for a third term and the 
testimony made public {is certain 
to have violent repercussions in 
the campaign.

The National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis announced yes 
terday it will conduct an ‘“‘Emer- 
gency March of Dimes” fund 
raising ‘drive Aug. 16-31 to help 
finance the costly nation-wide 
polio vaccine tests. 

Basil O’Connor, foundation 
president, said the organization 
collected a record of nearly $55,- 
000,000 in its annual “March of 
Dimes” last January, but still is 
$20,000,000 short of meeting its 
1954 needs. 

“This year confronts us with 
the greatest challenge of any in 
the history of the fight against 
polio, with commitments for a 
polio prevention program of 
staggering size and the necessity 
of providing aid to a record 
number of polio patients,” 
O’Connor said. 

Estimates made last fall were 
that $75,000,000 would be needed 
to finance the polio vaccine 
trials, the purchase of more 
gamma globulin, the search for 
better preventive and treatment 
methods, the support of profes- 
sional education and financial 
help for needy polio patients. 

The foundation’s 1954 budget 
includes $26,500,000 for the vac- 
cine and gamma globulin pro- 
grams, plus $29,000,000 for pa- 
tient aid, if the number of cases 
equals the 36,000 reported last 
year, O’Connor said. 

“There are signs, however, 
that 1954 may be an even heav- 
ier incidence year,” he said.

Sir Winston Churchill—it is Sir Winston now, 
Knight of the Garter rather than the King’s first 
commoner — still is the overseas friend most 
highly regarded by Americans. But differences 
have developed, as they will even between 
friends, Nobody believes there is any danger of 
a break in what Sir Winston calls “the indissolu- 
ble alliance of the English-speaking nations.” 
But there are strains which may keep the team 
from pulling anything like its real weight. 

The very fact that Sir Winston, now ecom- 
pelled to husband his remaining physical 
strength, came to Washington with his foreign 
secretary, Anthony Eden, instead of leaving the 
mission to Eden alone is an evidence of his de- 
sire to ease the differences over policy in South- 
east Asia, Egypt, Iran and elsewhere. 

* . ~ 

That the strains are severe was shown by An- 
thony Eden’s emotion-charged speech in the 
House of Commons on Wednesday, a speech 
about the Geneva conference in which he did 
not mention Secretary Dulles, although he did 
have a word of praise for Under Secretary Smith. 

Mr. Eden—and the British in general—feel 
that they were let down when Mr, Dulles left 
Geneva so early and began pushing for a South- 
east Asian alliance before exhausting the pos- 
sibilities of negotiations with the Chinese and 
the Russians over Korea and Indochina. Mr. 
Eden said among other things that he was “at no 
time willing to support armed intervention” in 
Indochina. He was loudly cheered by both sides 
of the House, and the opposition leader, Clement 
Attlee, rese to praise Eden’s work at Geneva, 

What it comes down to is that the British 
feel we lack patience, and that this lack may 
touch off World War IJI—the war of atomic 
and hydrogen arms which might destroy the 
British Isles as though they were no more than 
a Pacific atoll. Further, they feel we are un- 
realistic in not recognizing the fact of the Red 
Chinese government. With the thought that 
Asians ean be most effective in Asia-and also 
with an eye on the Commonwealth—they feel 
we have undervalued the possible role of Nehru’s 
India and other Colombo conference countries. 

Secretary Dulles, on the other hand, has little 
faith in an Asian Locarno. Admiral Radford has 
even less. Washington already is snubbing Mr. 
Eden's idea of non-aggression pacts with the 
Communists. Our officials feel, too, that Britain 
has not demonstrated her renunciation of 
colonialism and foreign exploitation by foot- 
dragging in Egypt and Iran. 

. . . 

What is needed is a common policy, and above 
all a wise one. The suicidal folly of a Far East- 
ern war must be recognized, and also the neces- 
sity of a close compact against aggression in 
the Far East. The canal in Egypt and the oil in 
Iran are lesser problems, although hardly minor 
ones. Allies need not agree on everything. But 
they require common policy on fundamentals. 

The fundamentals just now are expressed in 
Indochina, There a war is being waged neither 
by the British nor the Americans, but by the 
French. And France has a premier committed 
to end that war. How can this problem be solved 
without letting all the advantages go to the 
Communists? About this Mr, Dulles dnd Sir Win- 
ston have their differing ideas. Can the old gen- 
tleman, the popular naval person here achieve a 
meeting of the minds? Can he help to make the 
grand alliance of the English-speaking nations 
what it was a decade ago? - 

What may be his last trip to Washington may 
also be his most difficult and his most fruitful. 
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Expressways for the County 

The County Council ought to act quickly and 
favorably on Supervisor Matthews’s proposal for 
submission of a $2,500,000 expressway bond is- 
sue. The money would cover the county’s share 
of right-of-way costs for the Mark Twain (north) 
and Ozark (south) expressways, More important, 
it would mean that the state would be willing to 
go ahead with construction of these two major 
traffic arteries. Their total cost, some $40,000,000, 
would come from state and federal funds. Con- 
sidering the modest size of the bond issue and 
the county's need for traffic relief, early sub- 
mission of the proposal is clearly indicated. 
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Issue for the City’s Democrats 

Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg and his pub- 
lic utilities committee must have been floating 
gaily several miles above reality when they 
urged that they be permitted to spend $25,000 
of the taxpayers’ money to investigate fluorida- 
tion. Surely they were joking! 

The addition of fluorides to the municipal 
water supply is a safe, cheap and effective 
public health measure for attacking dental de- 
cay in children. It is difficult to believe that 
the Fourth Ward Democrat and his colleagues 
are unaware that fluoridation is indorsed by the 
nation’s leading medical and dental groups. 

Moreover, as Republican Alderman William 
A. Stolar asked, “I wonder what our public utili- 
ties committee, a group of laymen, can investi- 
gate?” We wonder, too. Could it be that Mr. 
Ziegenbalg & Co. suspect a Communist plot? 
Or is it merely that they would like to do $25,000 
worth of traveling in some of the 950 American 
communities now fluoridating? 

Happily neither the travel nor the jxpoubituré 
is necessary. If Mr. Ziegenbalg and his col- 
leagues can read, they need only turn their 
eyes to.the report of Mayor Tucker’s committee 
on fluoridation. This group of six of St. Louis’s 
leading physicians and dentists recommended 
that “immediate steps” be taken to te 
St. Louis water. That was last September. 

Mr. Ziegenbalg in his role as committee 
chairman has blocked a fluoridation bill in each 
of the last two years, The third bill, introduced 
last month at the request of the Mayor, has been 
in the committee’s hands long enough. If the 
committee is unwilling to report it out, then 
Alderman Louis Berra, the majority floor leader, 
should ask for a vote of the whole board to 
force it out.

The Eisenhower Administration suffered two 
defeats in Congress Thursday. One was self-

The cocoa bean and the chocolate bar have 
finally come to the verge of open war. The 
—— of Curtiss Candy Co., Robert Schner- 
ng, says some of the cocoa countries have as- 
sumed “a somewhat arrogant attitude” in recent 
years, as a result of which the candy industry 
means to encourage production of cocoa in Latin 
America. If these new sources are successful, 
Mr. Schnering says, “the older producing coun- 
tries may suffer for their present attitude.” 

The trouble is that, since the days just before 
World War II, the price of cocoa beans has in- 
creased 800 per cent while the average price of 
all foods has risen about 100 per cent. Interest- 
ingly enough, it is in these last seven years that 
the British Government has operated a cartel 
for cocoa.in the Gold Coast and Nigeria, repre- 
senting half of the world supply. 

The purposes were to contro] prices which had 
fluctuated wildly and disastrously, and to finance 
drastic measures for dealing with a terrible crop 
disease called “swollen shoot.” When the scheme 
for controlled marketing was put into effect in 
1947, The Economist of London warned that it 
would prove acceptable only if it avoided the 
common failings of monopolies. The tests would 
be, first, cocoa prices-in line with general prices, 
and second, more and better cocoa, 

SeVen years after that warning, there is a 
shortage of cocoa ang the price is far out of 
line with general prices. Candy makers and 
other commereial users of cocoa in this country 
are critical of the cocoa cartel. The arrangement 
has not met The Economist’s tests of a benevo- 
lent monopoly. And if the retaliation which Mr. 
Schnering threatens comes about, cartelism in 
cocoa may have provoked more price troubles 
than the ones it was invoked to solve, 
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Assassination in Alabama 

Civilian and military raiding parties have 
seized $20,000 in gambling equipment in the 
vice dens of Phenix City where Albert L. Patter- 
son, slated to be Alabama’s next Attorney Gen- 
eral, was shot te death. This is only a small be- 
ginning. What is neéded are indictments of the 
gangsters who had reason to profit by Mr. Pat- 
terson’s assassination. 

He had campaigned on a pledge to clean up 
his home town and drive out the powerful vice 
lords who had preyed for years on soldiers from 
nearby Fort Benning. 

National guardsmen are patroling the streets 
as a result of reports that all law-abiding citizens 
The commanding general of

his order. Nevertheless, Alton W. Foster, mana- 
ger of the city and county chamber of com- 
merce, has announced that he is leaving Phenix 
City because he “cannot endure it any longer.” 

Alabama will suffer from the effects of the 
Phenix City assassination for a long time. It 
should bend every effort to apprehend the gun- 
man and those who may have directed him. And 
military authorities should see that Phenix City 
stays off limits until it is cleaned up, for without 
soldier patronage it ig doubtful that Phenix City 
dens would have been profitable.

British correspondent cites reporting of Clement Attlee speech 
last year as unfortunate example of spotty treatment of Britain 
in American press; first wire service story made address seem 
like attack on U.S.; this false impression was corrected later.

Foreign correspondents living in the 
United States have reached the follow- 
ing broad conclusion: “In the average 
American newspaper the picture of 
other countries is generally objective, 
but spotty and incomplete, lacking in 
continuity and uninterpreted.” 


Some countries fare worse than oth- 
ers, and correspondents from France, 
Italy, The Netherlands, Belgium, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, West Germany and 
India all find much to criticize in the 
accounts American 
readers receive of 
their homelands. By 
comparison, John 
Bull emerges as the 
white-headed boy of 
American _ editors. 
They do not exact- 
ly pamper him, but 
at least they notice 
him. 

But American re- 
porting even of 
Britain, in my view, 
suffers in some de- 
gree from what 
might be described 
as cartoonism. Other 
countries are to an even greater extent 
victims of popular conceptions of their 
characteristics. 


In the case of John Bull (and Uncle 
Sam naturally labors under similar han- 
dicaps abroad) the mental image which 
sets the tone for much that is said 
about him is cluttered up with ancient 
memories running the whole gamut 
from the Boston Tea Party to the fi- 
nanging of the two World Wars. And 
the habit of always reaching fer a head- 
line often produces distortion. 


Who Speaks for the U.S,? 


As a case study of this, a speech 
which the leader of the Opposition, Mr. 
Clement Attlee, made in the House of 
Commons on May 12, 1953, provides a 
good example ef how international mis- 
understanding can be encouraged.

The whole Associated Press story 
was made up of broken quotations, pre- 
fixed with such phrases as “He 
charged,” “He assailed,” and “Striking 
out sharply,” and both the speaker and 
the reader were pretty much at the 
mercy of the reporter. 


What made the report significant was 
the violent reaction to it. Senator Mc- 
Carthy made an impassioned speech 
claiming that “Comrade” Attlee, “this 
creature Attlee,” as he called him, had 
suggested that Britain should withdraw 
from the Korean war if America would 
not reach a settlement agreeable to the 
British, and he shouted angrily: “Let 
them withdraw and be damned.” 


Back it all bounced to London, where 
Mr. Attlee was so upset that he issued 
an eight-point denial of Senator Mce- 
Carthy’s charges. All over America 
newspapers started publishing editori- 
als. Some urged calm; some were furie 
ous; some, like the Chicago Tribune, 
were resigned. (“It is no novel experie 
ence to be sold out by the British.’’) 

The only snag was that-'up to this 
point no one in this country really knew 
just what Mr. Attlee hdd said. All they 
had to guide them was the Associated 
Press dispatch, made up of isolated sen- 
tences and phrases, and it was not until 
May 16, when The New York Times 
ode wig fairly long excerpt provided 

y the British Information Services, a 
Government agency, that it was keen 
what everyane was talking about. 


A Civilized Reaction 
On May 19, members of the House 


of Commons cheered when Sir Winston — 


Churchill made the announcement that, 
in future, verbatim texts of important 
foreign affairs speeches by the Prime 
Minister and the leader of the Opposi- 
tion would be cabled to the British Em- 
bassy in Washington, 

I rather expected to see some edi- 
torials saying that this was an insult 
to the freedom of the American press, 
but in fact several American news- 
papers acted in an extremely civilized 
manner. On May 17 the Washington 
Star printed the text of relevant pas- 
sages of Mr. Attlee’s speech and ine 
sisted editotially that “he was not in- 
dulging in an anti-American tirade.” 

On May 19 the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
did likewise, and said editorially: “A 
major share of the responsibility for 
the unfortunate breach in relations he- 
tween the United States and our nat- 
ural and inevitable ally, Britain, must 
rest on the poor reporting of the Attlee 
speech, It would have been much bet- 
ter, in our opinion, for the wire serv- 
ices, in this instance, to have sent to 
American newspapers substantial direct 
quotations of Mr. Attlee.” 


Setting the Facts Straight - 


The aaeee Journal also ted 
parts of the text on May 22, the 
four-column headline: “What Did Attlee 
Really Say?” 

The whole incident very neatly illus- 

ated the great dependence on agency 
sources of American foreign news re- 
‘porting not always balanced by the 
por analysis of special correspond- 
ents. 

What its disturbing is the thought 
that on many occasions, when the alarm 
is not sounded, distortions of omission 
and improper interpretation creep in. 
It raises the question of whether news- 
papers anywhere have kept pace with 
changes in the world.

Highly regional in flavor, in setting 
and language, this novel is pri- 
marily a genre work, yet marked with 
a certain skill of observation of basic 
human behavior.

Head of the fund, an inde- 
pendent organization created by 
the Ford Foundation, is Robert 
M. Hutchins, former chancellor 
of the University of Chicago and 
until recently an associate di- 
rector of the foundation. 

Chaneellor Ethan A. H. Shep- 
ley of Washington University 
recently conferred at Pasadena 
with Hutchins. The two dis- 
cussed at length the problems 
of academic freedom of inquiry 
and related matters. 

The program for St. Louis 
contemplates appointment of an 
advisory committee of civic 
leaders to lead the fight against 
any repression of individual lib- 
erties and rights. A professional 
staff member would augment the 
work of such a committee. 

The fund plans to concentrate 
its attention on these problems: 
Restrictions upon academic free- 
dom, due process and equal pro- 
tection of the laws; protection 
of minority rights; censorshiy, 
boycotting and blacklisting ac» 
tivities by private groups, an 
principles of guilt by associa- 
tion. 

Since establishment of the 
fund in the autumn of 1952, a 
planning committee has been 
studying policies, areas for ac- 
tion and methods to be followed 
in the operation of the fund.

Engineers who directed the 
three-day fight to hold the un- 
rujy river out of major resi- 
dential and business areas were 
confident. the dikes would hold. 

ut a crew of men and ma- 
chines toiled through the night 
reinforcing permanent levees 
constructing new temporary 
dikes near the junction of the 
Des Moines and Raccoon rivers 
in-southeast Des Moines. 

This, officials said, was to 
forestall any possible break- 
through when the minor crest 
moving down the Raccoon 
reaches Des Moines. No major 
flooding was expected from the 
Raccoon, however. 

The Des Moines river, which 
reached its apparent crest at 
30.19 feet at 7 a.m. yesterday, 
had fallen about a foot early 
today. The Weather Bureau 
said it should be down to bank- 
ful stage of 23 feet by the time 
the Raccoon reaches its peak to- 
night. 

Ernest E. Kaisow, assistant 
city engineer, said, however, that 
the emergency was not ended 
and the dikes would be pa- 
troled until all danger of any 
new breaks was definitely past. 

Downstream, Ottumwa, hard- 
est hit city in Iowa in the pre- 
vious record 1947 floods, braced 
for high water over the week- 
end. The crest there was ex- 
pected to be 16% to 17 feet 
Sunday night. 

That is 7% to 8 feet above 
flood siage but officials said 
they were confident their flood 
defenses could handle that much 
water. 

A 12-man relief force of the 
St, Louis Coast Guard is now 
proceeding down the Des Moines 
river ahead of the flood crest 
and another 15-man unit will 
probably leave for Ottumwa to- 
morrow.

Mother-Child at 12

n very well with my mother. I don't ever

IN FACT, with both boys and girls, mothers frequent- 
ly report that at 12 there has come a remarkable smooth- 
ing out of family relations over what they were at 11. 

Many children at 12 seem to have emerged from their 
ll-year-old battle with their mother. They seem to have 
themselves more in hand and so can show considerable 
emotional ‘empathy with the adult. They can, on occasion, 
not only be tolerant. but even tactful and diplomatic. 

A 12-year-old boy may, for instance, compliment his 
mother on her cooking, even sometimes when the product 
is less than perfect. Just out of consideration for her 
feelings. Or he may be especially helpful when she is 
not feeling well (instead of resenting any departure on 
her part from perfect health and vigor, as he often does 
at 11). :

They're Coming, 3000 Strong, for Convention of Federation Formed Here by 212 Pioneers in 1919

HERE was no doubt in the 

minds of the women—if not 

the men—that the girls were 
on the march back in the sum- 
mer of 1919. World War I had 
turned many of them into bread- 
winners for the first time. The 
Missouri State Legislature had 
decided they had enough brains 
to vote. And as if that weren't 
enough, here were 212 pioneer 
business and professional wom- 
en organizing in St. Louis to 
seek “equal pay and equal 
work” and heaven knows what 
other eyebrow-raising goals.. 

But the eyebrows that went 
up soon were to come down in 
a hurry as the 212 settled down 
to the serious business of estab- 
lishing the National Federation 
of Business and Professional 
Women and launching their 
campaign for a better break in 
the business world, better prep- 
aration on the part of the wom- 
en themselves, the opening of 
more career fields for women 
and less discrimination in favor 
of men. 

Today, that campaign is still 
going strong as a few of those 
original 212, along with more 
than 3000 of their successors in 
the ranks, come back to St. 
Louls to mark the thirty-fifth 
anniversary of the federation’s 
founding at its biennial ¢on- 
vention. The conclave begins 
Sunday and extends through 
next Friday. 

Despite a radical change in 
the status of women, delegates 
still will be threshing out prob- 
lems, but the problems are a 
far cry from those they faced 
35 years ago this July when the 
first meeting was held at Hotel 
Statler. The women were really 
request of 
Government officials, who had 
suddenly realized in the midst 
of World War I that there was 
no speedy and efficient method 
of mobilizing womanpower in 
case it should be needed. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
Newton D. Baker had gone to 
the Young Women’s Christian 
Association the previous year to 
ask for advice. There “must be 
many women in business in this 
country,” he argued. He just 
didn’t know how to get them to- 
gether in case the war con- 
tinued and their help was 
needed. 

The Y.W.C.A.’s War Work 
Council set to work, and with 
an allocation of $65,000 from 
the Government, called together 
representatives of outstanding 
women’s organizations to a meet- 
ing in New York. With war’s 
end that November, the imme- 
diate need for mobilization of 
women disappeared, but the 
girls were on their way and 
nothing would stop them. So 
they agreed to meet in St. Louis 
the following July to work out 
plans for a national organiza- 
tion of business and profes- 
sional women. . The federation 
was the result. 

The original group of 212 has 
now grown to 165,000. Clubs 
sprung up all over the 
United States and an interna- 
tional federation has been or- 
ganized. But even though a 
woman fh a business office is 
no rarity such as she was a half- 


century ago, and even though 
women have invaded practically 
all. the careers once opened 
only to men, the federation is 
letting no grass grow under its 
feet to make the road a little 
smoother. 

Its members have seldom 
gone to war with hatchets. They 
believe in the velvet glove ap- 
proach. But they have worked 
consistently for legislation they 
believe of benefit to women in 
business. 

As early as 1923 they were 
promoting Federal aid to educa- 
tion. In 1929 they protested 
discrimination against women in 
civil service and Government 
positions. All during World 
War II, they supported legisla- 
tion to establish the women’s 
armed services on a permanent 
basis with the same opportunities 
for training and advancement 
as the men have. They supported 
jury service for women and 
helped bring about changes in 
the Social Security Act. to 
equalize benefits between men 
and women.

UT as the only St. Louisan 

ever to head the national fed- 

eration, Miss Margaret Hick- 
ey, puts it: 

“From the beginning, the fed- 
eration has gone after legislation 
in a friendly, gracious way. We 
aren't battle-ax girls. If we do 
need an ax, we disguise it. Even 
the early members weren’t fight- 
ers in the feminist tradition. 
Rather they were concerned with*® 
working toward better condi- 
tions for women in business, 
better training of women to earn 
their way in the world, and rais- 
ing our own standards of com- 
petence. 

“We're not as bothered about 
women’s rights as about human 
rights.” | ¥ 

That’s why the federation also 
has supported such legislation as 
entry of the United States in the 
World Court, ratification of the 
child labor amendment, estab- 
lishment of the United Nations. 

This doesn’t mean they haven’t 
gone to bat when they had to. 
Miss Martha Connole, an -East 
St. Louis attorney and one of 
the 212 first members, recalls 
the time she and Lena Madesin 
Phillips, a New York attorney 
and former federatjon president, 
became the first women ta. ap- 
pear in person before a Senate 
committee to support legislation. 

That was right after World 
War I and the federation was 
seeking a better tax break for 
single women through higher 
exemptions. They spoke to mem- 
bers of the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee and even 
though the law wasn't changed 
as a result, regulations were 
eased in favor of unmarried 
women. 

“Women from all the sur- 
rounding offices rushed up to us 
afterwards to speak to us,” re- 
calls Miss Connole. “They said 
they had never before seen it 
happen that men of the Senate 
committee would listen to 
women.” 

But Miss Connole was used to 
being a pioneer. She had gradu- 
ated from St. Loufs University 
Law School at a time 
lawyers were looked up- 
on as aks.” She had been a 


suffragette and leaped into the 
federation in a hurry. 

“I was. already one of those 
‘wild women’ who were fighting 
for the vote, so I seized on. this 
as a good organization,” she 
said. “Of course, the men 
thought we were crazy and some 
of them were sure the world 
had gone to the dogs. 


“One of the biggest thrills I 
had was serving as chairman of 
transportation to one of our 
early conventions and arrang- 
ing special trains to take the 
women delegates to the meeting. 
We all met in Kansas City. No 
one had ever seen that many 
women together, especially with- 
out men. We had a wonderful 
time. Instead of acting like 
ladies, we traipsed all over town 
stepping on people’s feet just 
like the men did.” 

Miss Connole later got into a 
highly - publicized controversy 
with the late Mrs. Thomas A. 
Edison on “women versus 
ladies.” Mrs, Edison was shocked 
by the new freedom of women 
and said as much to the press, 
bemoaning the threatened dis- 
appearance of ladylike qualities 
from the feminine sex. Miss 
Connole was asked to be a 
spokesman for the federation 
and immediately took issue. Her 
answer was, ““That’s the bunk.’ 

The now-defunct Literary Di- 
gest gave an entire page to the 
argument’ and the late Arthur 
Brisbane sided in enthusiasti- 
cally with Miss Connole. 

“I said, ‘How can I be a lady? 
I'm a lawyer. Why, if I insisted 
on being treated like a lady in 
the courtroom, those boys would 
laugh me out of+the place.’” 

In addition to Miss nnole, 
Miss Florence Weigle, also an 
attorney, and Miss Ida Miller, 
a former irtsurance saleswoman, 
were members of that first 
group of 212. They will be 
among the guests at the biennial 
convention.

HEN the chairman of that | 


first meeting called the 

group to order with a 
wooden container of pins in lieu 
of a gavel, no one of the 212 
coulc have dreamed what the 
next 35 years would mean to 
women in business. They were 
fighting against tradition and 
prejudice. Even some of their 
sisters agreed with the men that 
they were crazy to compete in 
the business world. 

The Women’s Advertising 
Club's contribution was the pub- 
lication of a convention bull 
In it, one member wrote: 


“We are about to embody an 
ideal. We must be sure that 
this thing we are creating is al- 
ways kept worthy of the spir- 
itual idea that has inspired it. 
There are five things on which 
we must depend. We must be 
sound, we must be sincere, we 
must be sane, we must be 
steady, we must be efficient.” 


A tribute to the early days of 
the federation and to the pio- 
neers who started it will be a 
feature of the biennial conven- 
tion program here.

T is very nice to be dealt 

more than one’s share of aces 

and kings, but this is by no 
means the only advantage that 
luck can confer. The side which 
has the spade suit—other things 
being even relatively equal—en- 
joys an advantage that it should 
never fail to pe emery Observe 
South’s logical bidding technique 
in this case: 

West, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 

East-West oo score.

South went down one at his 
three-spade contract, but this 
was of no great consequence, 
The important fact was that he 
could afford to make a light 
opening bid and very light rebid 
and even to reacir the three-level 
without being doubled—all in 
the face of the part-score ad- 
vantage of the opponents. If 
South had found his partner 
with a full third of the outstand- 
ing values he would have 
reached even terms with the 
enemy by making a part-score 
on his own account. Actually, 
East-West could have been de- 
feated a trick at three hearts, 
but neither North nor South 
could count on that, and it was 
safer to outbid them. . 

Thus, it should be observed 
that South had the opportunity 
of improving his position solely 
because his meager values in- 
cluded possession of the spade 
suit, rather than any other suit. 
That he did not succeed was due 
only to his bad luck in finding 
North the weakest of the other 
three hands. Contrast this oppor- 
tunity with the situation you 
would have obtained if the 
hearts and spades had been 
transposed in every hand. With 
six hearts, headed by A-10-9— 
leaving the possibility that the 
enemy could mention spades, 
and cheaply—South would have 
been badly advised even to open 
the bidding.

I'VE HAD a most moving 
appeal from the National 
Blood Research Foundation, 
which is working to conquer 
diseases of the blood such as 
leukemia, hemophilia, Hodg- 
kin’s disease, and so on. The 
man who wrote the appeal 
telis how he became inter- 
ested in blood diseases when 
his own child died of leu- 
kemia in 18 short days. Of 
course, any personal experi- 
ence of this kind brings an 
individual much closer to a 
particular ailment and arouses 
a wish to bring information 
about it to the public. 

There were at one time just 
isolated groups working on the 
problems of blood ailment— 
scientists and doctors working 
here and there—but they have 

banded together now under 
this new National Blood Re- 

search Foundation, and it is 
hoped that they will do much 
the same kind of work that 
has been done for infantile 
paralysis.

EACH YEAR we become 
“more aware of the ravages of 
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certain diseases. Heart disease, 
cancer, blood diseases and, 
above all, mental illness are 
among the ailments on which 
we in this country must con- 
centrate. Research is expen- 
sive and requires not only the 
support of foundations but 
gifts from the people as a 


whole—such as they have giv- . 


en so generously to infan- 
tile paralysis fund. 

I know many people are 
anxious to know the results of 
the mass inoculations against 
infantile paralysis. I feel sure 
that these will turn out well 
and that soon we will be able 
to expect much the same re- 
sults that have been achieved

WELL-KNOWN lecturer 
Assia to me impatiently not 

long ago that the great 
Florence Nightingale became 
insufferable as she got older. 

Insufferable, maybe, to those 

whom she badgered in her ef- 
fort to get better sanitary = 
ditions, but a hundred 
ago when this extra von 
woman went to the Crimea to 
care for wounded soldiers the 
hospital death rate dropped 
in five months from 42 per 
cent vo 2 per cent. She nursed 
all the worst cases herself. In 
the course of one winter she 
stood beside 2000 deathbeds. 
At night she wrote reassuring- 
ly to the families of the sick ° 
soldiers and then slept a few 
hours in an uncomfortable bed 
behind a screen in the store- 
room. Because the stove didn’t 
work, her breath congealed 
and the ink froze as she tried 
to write. Rats raced about in 
the walls, the food was uneat- 
able but this woman who had 
been used to every luxury 
never thought of giving up.

HOSPITALS IN 1845 when 
Florence Nightingale broke 
the news to her socially prom- 
inent family that she intended 
to become a nurse, were 
places of indescribale filth and 
squalor. Miss Nightingale 
wrote years later that nurses 
were preferred who had lost 
their characters and so many 
drank to exeess that one who 
did not was regarded with 
amazement. Most of the win- 
dows in the wards were 
boarded up in the winter and 
the stench became so deadful 
that workmen brought in to 
wash and scrape the walls be- 
come sick and had to leave. 

Like Joan of Arc, Florence 
Nightingale believed she had 
been called. On Feb. 27, 1837, 
she wrote in her dairy: “God 
spoke to me and called me to 
His service.” Four decades 
later, according to her bio- 


pher Cecil Woodham- 
Smith, she recorded 


ed that her 
“voices” had spoken to her 
four times. - 

Answering the calls, akz 
;gave up luxury, love and mar- 
riage. dedicated woman, 
she felt impatience with those 
who didn’t understand that 
her work was important, Like 
Sisiter Elizabeth Kenny who 
came many years after her, 
she wasted no time on humor 
and paiaver. She knew what 
she had to do and went straight 
to it.

SHE LOST HER HEALTH, 
she suffered rebuffs and in- 
sults that would have shat- 
tered a lesser person, But 
practically alone she lifted 
nursing to the level of a pro- 
fession and accomplished 
miracles for the sick. 

On ‘second thought, maybe 
she did become a little in- 
sufferable, for she was a pere 
fectionist and often disap- 
pointed. But perhaps the world 
needs a few insufferable peo- 
ple to get important. things 
done. It could be that nowa- 
days we put too much em- 
phasis on charm and never 
antagonizing anybody.
